A town or 
a country alone, personified, is not the allegory 
of a continent; the four continents ; Europe, Asia, 
Africa and America are generally represented in the 
same way in all branches of art. 

Burope as a rule, wears a crown, holds a@ geptre in 
hand and is uccompanied by a horse and the attributes 
of arts and sciences. 

Asia holds a scent-burner and is accompanied by 


a camel. . 
Africa is usually represented by a negress accompanied — 
by a lion re 


America, by Indians wearing feather head-dress and kilt 
accompanied by a crocodile. 

Of course, it happens that the artist brings a little 
variety irféthese allegories, as is the case for 

the plaque for the Collector’s Club which interests 

Mr. Hyde, but they are however very characteristic 

of the continent they represent.
